NAPOLEON, THE WIZARD DOG. 


NapoLEon, THE Wizard Dos, is a beautiful jet black, has limbs like a lion, 
and is perfect in symmetry in every point. He stands thirty-one inches high, 
Measures forty-seven inches round the chest, eleven inches round the fore 
legs, and seventy-nine inches from the end of his nose to the tip of his tail. 
His head is noble and handsome, full of intelligence, such as a Landseer would 
Paint. This accounts for the extraordinary sagacity displayed in his perform- 
ance, We are informed by his owner, Mr. Van Hare, proprietor and patentee 
of the Magic Circus, that his memory is so good that he never requires to be 
Shown any new trick more than once. He has been known to perform a trick 
Which he has not done for twelve months without the least difficulty. Synopsis 
of his entertainment :—He spells his own name with letters; also that of the 
Prince of Wales; and when he is asked what he would say of her Most Gra- 
Cious Majesty, he puts down letters to form ‘‘ God save the Queen.” He plays 
any gentleman a game at cards, and performs the celebrated three-card trick, 
upon which his master backs him at 100 to 1. Also ‘‘ The Disappearance,” a la 
Robin. He performs in the circus the same as a trick horse, en liberté, giving 
the Spanish trot to music, also leaping over bars, through balloons, with nu- 
merous other tricks of a most interesting character. 


MR. BONNER, OF BOSTON. 


Henry Bonner is a native of Boston, in Lincolnshire, and has greatly dis- 
tinguished himself by saving the lives of eleven persons at different times. 
The following list of peYsons rescued by Mr. Bonner will justify the insertion 
of his portrait in our paper, and warrant the encomiums passed on his gallant 
conduct by the Duke of Argyll:—Four men at Skegness, driving out to sea, in 
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1842; two men at Humstanton, 1845; one boy at Lynn, 1846; woman and child 
in the river Witham, on a very dark night in December, 1849; one boy in Bar- 
gate Drain, 1854; one boy in Boston Haven, November 24, 1856. 

At the eighth anniversary of the Royal Humane Society Mr. Bonner was 
presented with a large silver medal and clasp, accompanied by the following 
complimentary remarks of the noble President:—‘t The cases were deeply in- 
teresting, and it may be a gratification to many to mention that the first case 
recorded for reward, before all the gentlemen connected with the various dis- 
tinguished and learned professions of the country, was that of a licensed 
victualler, Mr. Henry Bonner, of the Lord Nelson Inn, High-street, Boston, 
who plunged, from a wall thirty feet high, into water fourteen feet deep, on a 
dark night, and with a strong tide running at the time, and rescued a boy who 
had accidentally fallen into the water; and this was the eleventh life that Mr. 
Bonner had saved under similar circumstances.” 


Mr, Bonner may well be proud of the good which he has done, and the re- 
cognition he has received. 


KIRK STABLES, THE FAR-FAMED KNURR AND SPELL 
CHAMPION OF YORKSHIRE, 


Kirk Sranrxs stands oft 10}in, weighs 13st; he first saw the light at Hors- 
forth, near Leeds, on the 18th of August, 1837, consequently he is now twenty- 
five years of age, and by trade he isa millwright. The following is a list of 
his performances:—When about eighteen years of age he defeated Joseph 
Coward, for £10 a side, on Saturday, at Holbeck; Moss defeated him again on 
the Monday following for £20 a side; was beat by Jonas Farrar, of Batley, on 
Hunslet Moor, for £25 a side, losing by a score. He next gave a rise to Job 
Pearson (alias Nelly), and beat him on Woodhouse Moor for £15 a side; they 
played again on Woodhouse Moor for £20 a side ; Pearson received fifteen 
score to begin with, and won the match ; defeated James Hollings, of Bradford, 
giving him ten score, for £25 a side, at Quarry Gap; was beaten by Dan Jack- 
son, of Dewsbury, at Hunslet Moor, for £25 a side; again defeated Nelly on 
Baildon Moor, for £25 a side. Next came a rather unusual match between the 
same opponents, at three games, viz.:—At quoits, brasses, and knurr and 
spell, at the Cardigan Arms, Leeds, for £50 a side; Stables won two out of 
the three games, and was again successful ; defeated James Child, of Hors- 
forth, on Baildon Moor, for £20 a side; defeated Child again, staking £40 to 
£20a week afterwards, at the Cardigan Arms, Leeds; defeated Charles 
Raistrick, of Bradford, on Baildon Moor, for £25 a side; gave the same oppo- 
nent five score, and defeated him, for £25 a side, at the Cardigan Arms, 
Leeds ; gave twenty score and defeated Joseph Lancaster, of Hunslet, for £20 
a side, at the Cardigan Arms ; was beaten by Joseph Coward, two score, for 
£50 a side, at the Cardigan Arms; defeated Joseph Coward by twenty-three 
score, for £50 & side, at Peel's Park, Bradford. He next defeated, by three 
score, William Sutcliffe (alias Bill at Mount), for the Championship and £50 a 
side, at the Cardigan Arms ; defeated Sulclitfe again for £50 a side on Doncas- 
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ter Race Course, since which time he has rested on his well merited laurels 

until Coward's friends accepted ten score rises for £50 a side, which match 

takes place to-day (Saturday), on Bingley Moor. In conclusion we only wish 

there may be a fair field, no favour, and the best man win.

GREAT MATCH BETWEEN CROSS AND NEWTON. : 

On Saturday last there was a fair attendance of the admirers of this athletic 
game at Mr. Hayes’, Copenhagen Grounds, Newton Heath, near Manchester, 
to witness a match between John Cross, of Ashton, and Joseph Newton (alias 
Teapot), of Staleybridge; Cross to be catch-weight, and Newton not to excced 
6 score 191b, the articles stipulating they were to wrestle the best of three baci 
falls, Lancashire fashion, catch as catch can, for £25 a side, neither man to be 
rubbed with any resin, grease, or other pernicious drugs; all foul acts to be 
barred out. Mr. Holden, of the White Lion, Long Millgate, was appointed 
stakeholder, and Bouff, the well known wrestler, was selected referee. The 
betting was 2 and 3 to 1 on Newton, but soon after the commencement 5 to 4 
was freely taken by the partisans of Cross. At the time appointed Newton 
entered the arena, accompanied by the once celebrated Barrel and Robin 
Clough as umpires, while Cross had secured the services of Robert Ross, of 
Waterloo, and Little Watty, of Ashton. All being. in readiness, the men shook 
hands and began business, when it was soon evident that the men were equally 
balanced, and that it would be a long, slashing affair, which it turned out to 
be, as Newton rolled over his opponent after struggling for one hour and 
twelve minutes. The men then rested ten minutes, during which time 
somo speculation took place. The referee calling time, both men attended 
to the call, and, after some very good wrestling for twenty-five minutes, New- 
ton again brought Cross to grief, and was consequently declared the winner, 
after one of the best matches ever witnessed in these parts.

Tue Doncaster meeting opeued brilliantly in every respact, and tho excite- 
ment which surrounded the st. Leger was never exceeded. A trenieiidous 
incursion of visitors took place, and,as usual, lodgings were at a premium. 
‘The recent ruins which have visiied the Doncaster district rendered the course 
splendid going, and ihe whoie Town Moor was covered as it were wiih an 
elastic green carpet. The first race was appointed for 1.30, and before that 
hour the streets bad become crowded with the infiux of passengers by the 
specials from Shefiield and the Midland Counties. The betting ring, stands, 
and enclosures were filled, and nearly every sportsman of the patrician order 
was present, and ihe speculating fraternity of course mustered in great force 
‘the “spectators were, howeyer, few and far between, both pedestrians and 
vehicles being strikingly scuniy. On the outside of the course the principal 
aitractions uti ihe card were the Fitzwilliam Stakes, the Champagne Siakes, 
and the Great Yorksbire Handicap. Thirteen runners appeared for the Fitz- 
William Stakes out of the seventeen nominated on the preceding evening, the 
eniry including the ‘turf celebrities Caller Ou, Wallace, and King of Diamonds; 
the last-mentioned, the favourite at 2 to 1, landed Baron Rothschild’s colours 
very easily, thus conilrming the old horses reputation as the best miler in Eng- 
land. Lord Clifden, the favourite for the Derby, ran, for tho second time in 
public, for the Champague Stakes, and though opposed to two superior public 
performers in Early Purl aud Armagnac, odds of 6 to 4 were betted on the. 
winner of the Woodcote at Epsom, and he won very cleverly from the two we 
have mentioned. Armagnac appeared for the first time in Lord Stamford's 
colours, his lordship having purchased this colt, with Brick and Le Marechal, 
of the French Confederacy for £5,000. Fifteen runners contended for the 
Great Yorkshire Wlundicap, the principal non-starters being Dulcibella, who 
had at one time been backed at so short a price as7 to2and4tol. Haddinug- ’ 
ton was a great favourite, aud was heavily supported by his parity. The result | 
proyed a very easy yictory indeed for Sir Joseph Hawley’s Cowley, who had 
eaten Argonaut in ihe trial at home.

: EDNESDAY.—THE GREAT ST. LEGFR DAY. 

The “St Leger Week” has for many years been regarded as the last 
grand turf reunion of the year, and the most ardent devotee of doubie barrels 
er “Dreech-Joaders” forgets “ihe birds” and the stubble, and mukes his way 
to the clean and pretty Httle Souti Yorkstuire town to join in the sports there 
provided. In this respect the present meeting has fully maintained its ancient 
prestiye, for a larger concourse of noble sportsmen were certainly never pre- 
sent lo witness the last important three-year-vl{ contest of the season, and 
probably a more interesting St. Leger sever cceupied their thoughis. The 
race is invariably regarded with especial interest from its contirming or con- 
tradicling the truth of “the Derby” running. It is seldom that the great 
Epsom event passes over without some questions and controversies being 
raised a3 to the genuineness of the issue, and there was no depariure trom tho 
rule on the present anniversary. 

Before proceeding to the details of the day, it may be well to mention tho 
fea.ures of the midnight betting which preceded the eighty-sixth St. Leger. 
‘The Subscription-roomr began to till early in the evening, but nothing of im- 
portance occurred until close upon miduigut, when rhe Marquis evinced much 
ureater drmness; whilst, on the contrary, the disposition to Operate against 
Guckstone caused Mr. Merry’s colt to retrograde slightly in the betting. Caris- 
brook was rnily suppsrted ‘by his owner, but nevertheless becauie ho better 
favourite.

GREAT MATCH FOR THE CHAMPION SIX-MILE BELT 
BETWEEN LANG AND MILLS, 


CoNSIDERABLE interest was attached to the above trial of speed in conse- 
quence of the competitors having previously contended for the ten-mnile 
champion cup. ‘Lhe attendance was fully equal to anything we ever witnessct 
on this popular ground, and nearly five thousand spectators, including all the 
notabilities of the sporting world, were present on this occasion. The trophy 
was first won by Brighton, of Norwich, then by White, of Gateshead, Pudney 
succeeding the Northumbrian, and the belt again reverted to a north country- 
man in the person of Jemmy Rowan, from “the coaly Tyne.” Mills next de- 
feated the latter, and was then compelled to accept the challenge of Lang, of 
Middlesborough. The betting was 4 and7to4 upon Mills, who had bec 
assiduously cared for in proper quarters ever since he “sprung a curb" ovel 
the same ground a fortnight back, in his race for the ten-milo champion cup 
Every arrangement was made by the proprietor of the enclosure and his M.C. 
(W. Price) conducive to the comfort of all, and a more satisfactory meeting 
could not have been witnessed. To complete the specified distance the men 
had to run forty-one times over the course. The start took place about six 
o’clock—Lang being waited upon by Jesse Smith, and Mills by Jittle Sam 
Barker, of Billingsgate. Immediately the pistol was fired the men bounded 
away in a style which evidently betokened the determined manner in which 
the contest was to be pursued on both sides, Lang took a slight lead, and for 
eight laps maintained his prominent position. While passing over the track 
by the railway embankment in the ninth round, Mills put on a spurt, and slippe 
his antagonist by a yard, amidst the vociferous cheers of the spectators, who 
clearly had a wish that the gallant little fellow would pull through.
